Anti-Asiatic Resolution in San 


Francisco Also Puzzles 


Tokio. 


TOKIO, Feb. 24.—Special dispatches 


to the newspapers from the United 
States report a recrudesence of 
the 


anti-Japanese movement in San Fran- 
cisco. 
Today all of the local papers 


featured the speech of 
Leslie 
M. 


Shaw, former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, in which he is reported as having 
said that war between the United 
States and Japan was inevitable. 
Tlie speech has caused a frloomy 
impression among Japanese and 
foreigners 
alike. The 
specials 
quoted Major-General J. Franklin 
Bell as having wild that war be- 
tween tlie two countries was likely 
to break out at any moment. 


PRESS IS FUZZIJSD. 


The press and the public are 
puzzled. The >Vsahi Shlmbun and 
the Jiji Shlinpo print long specials 
from San Francisco quoting Mr. 
Shnw's speech at Morristown, N. 
J., 011 last Tuesday. 
Tlie papers remark the coinci- 
dence in the receipt ot these dis- 
patches at a time when prepara- 
tions are being made at Yoko- 
hama and In this city for a recep- 
tion to TOO Americans aboard the 
steamer Cleveland, due at Yoko- 
hama tomorrow. 
Editorially the papers repudiate the 


suggestion that Japan is seeking con- 
trol of the Pacific and declare that 
American competition will 
be wel- 


comed.

EXPLAINS ACCIDENT. 


The following explanation of the col- 


lision Is given by Bngineer F. M. 
Chandler, of train No. 124: 


"Train No. 31, which left Stockton at 


4 o'clock, west bound, was scheduled to 
pass my train, which was headed In the 
opposite direction, at French Carao. No. 
37 had the right-of-way and was entitled 
to the main line. 
"I had my orders ond knew that I was 
to take the siding, and as I approached 
the switch I applied th« brakes to slow 
down. But the brakes failed to hold, and 
as I felt the wheels slipping and saw 
that I would be carried oast the switch I 
whistled for the engineer of the other 
train to back up. But he apparently did 
not understand my signal or for some 
reason was unable to heed It. I stayed 
with my engine until I saw that all was 
hopeless, then I Jumped." 


FIREMAN TELLS 6TORV. 


Fireman Lange, of train No. 37. who 
was In the cab with Phlpps, Jumped and 
saved his life. He declared t!»at Piilppt 
received Chandler's signal and reversed 
his engine, but that the- train had Just 
started to back when the crash came. 
The brunt of the shock fell upon train 
ifo. 87 and the passengers were hurled 
violently from their seats at the moment 
of the collision. 
A number of women 
Jiad their' teeth knocked out by being 
thrown against the backs of seats and 
others Were bruised and cut by flying 
glass. 
On the other train the shock was not 
so violent and the passengers and crow 
all escaped with practically no Injuries, 
except a shaking up. 


HOSPITAL SERVICE. 


Superintendent Dameron, of the county 
hospital, which Is located 
In French 
Camp, Immediately sent a band of nurses 
to the scene of the wreck and the Injured 
were given emergency treatment before 
being taken Into the Institution. 
Engineer 
Phlppfi was already dead 
whon the rescuers tcached him. lie had 
been caught between the cab and the 
tender, and his .body was terribly 
mangled. 
The heart was rlppsd from 


his body and hurled flftcen feet from the 
track. 
As 
soo.i as news of the collision 
reached Stockton «a stub was dispatched 
to the scene of the wreck and the 
coaches of No. 37 were taken back to 
that city with th^lr oassengers. A 
wrenker was summoned from Tracv Im- 
nwiiately afterward and tlie line was 
elcarod for traffic In a short time. Both 
engines were badly buckl"d anil the bag- 
gage ['caches were splintered, but tho 
steel passengter coaches showed no trace 
of the accident.

formidable advertising competitor. The answer to this is that news- 
papers themselves make use of bill-board advertising, but this is 
not saying that good taste is at one with that method. While there 
may be some excuse for the limited and regulated use of bill-boards, 
there is no excuse for the extremes to which that method of adver- 
tising is carried, especially in "cities. It may be said with a degree 
of certainty that cities are defaced, their appearance marred and 
their beauty of architecture impaired by bill-boards. 


The taxpayers of Oakland are spending hundreds of thousands 


of dollars to beautify and adorn Lake Merritt and its shores, as a 
feature that has no equal in any city in the world. That placid and 
pure sheet of water and its enclosing landscape, properly proved; 
make an asset worth millions to this city. Seen near or far, in touch 
or in perspective, the lake and its shores surpass any scenery m any 
other city in the world. Yet it would seem that these natural at- 
tractions, improved by vast sums, are to be at once used as a pri- 
vate asset by the bill-board renters, and as rapidly as possible the 
lake is being enclosed by high bill-boards, on.which is sung the 
merit of everything for sale, from pills to plug tobacco.

SAN FRANCISCO, February 24.—District Attorney Fickert 


yesterday made public the letter of Patrick Calhoun transmitting to 
him the cryptograms published in a daily newspaper during the graft 
trials, and apparently relating to events in those trials, with a formal 
request that an investigation of the cipher messages, together with 
the conduct of those mentioned in the secret correspondence, be un- 
dertaken and made as thorough and effective as possible. Follow- 
ing is the letter in full:

Spreckels and evidently were Intended 
to convey important 
information. 


When taken In conjunction with tho

Jewish merchant of this 
city, 
to

citizenship. 
The court- granted Blumen- 
hal his second papers In the face of an 
idverse ruling In his case by 
former 


United States Attorney-General Charles 
Bonaparte and the most persistent op- 
osltlon of the United States District 
Attorney's office 
and the Immigration 


fficlals at San Francisco. 
Blumentbal's ease Is an unusual and 
ntcresting one. 
After coming to this 
ountry as an alien he enlisted in tho 
United 'States army and after serving as 
a soldier for seven months obtained his 
discharge from the service. Then he left 
the country and went to the Transvaal In 
South Africa, where he registered as an 
American. 
For eleven years he remained 
there and during tho entire period passed 
himself as an American on the ground 
that he was technically entitled to citi- 
zenship In this country on account of his 
army service. 


THEN CAME TO OAKLAND. 


Finally returning to the United States 
he came to Oakland a.nd a. year ago last 
August applied to the Superior Court for 
admission to citizenship. 
The government contended that by be- 
ing away from the United States 
for 
eleven years Blumenthal forfeited 
his 
rights. 
As was contained In Attorney- 
General Bonaparte's opinion In the case, 
Blumenthal had not lived "five years con- 
tinuously in the country Immediately pre- 
ceding the date of his application, and 
one year in the state." 
It was the position of the Department 
of Justice in such cases that a man would 
have to begin anew and work his way 
up to citizenship In cases like this, where 
one had gone abroad and taken up his 
residence in a foreign land. Under- these 
circumstances, the Department of Jus- 
tice, contended, he returned to the country 
an alien and continued to be an alien until 
be had earned his right to become a citi- 
zen by again complying with the laws of 
the United States. There was no other 
safe ground upon which the country could 
rest, it was argued, and citizenship should 
be held too high to allow it to be aculred 
by anyone upon his mere whim or caprice 
and without compliance with the law In 
all particulars. 


CONTENTION OF ATTORNEY. 


Attorney Wyman, after a personal cor- 
respondence with Attorney-General Bon- 
aparte in an effort to see the matter in 
another light and in which he failed, went 
into cour» on behalf of Blumenthal with 
the argument that admitting Blumenthal 
had been out of the jurisdiction of the 
United States for eleven years, while ab- 
sent te always held himself out to be an 
American. Wyman contended that the 
section was very broad in Its terms, and 
that inasmuch as a naturalization law 
was In the nature of the grant of a fran- 
chise, the law should be construed most 
favorable to the person for whose bene- 
fit the grant was made. 


The arguments having been submitted 
to Judge Waste In briefs months ago, the 
jurist had time to go into the matter 
thoroughly, and In announcing his de- 
cision in favor of Blumenthal today Judge 
Waste jaid that he was convinced that 
the alien was entitled to citizenship.

The higher rate now represents the fact 
that the great Industries of the country 
are actively employed and that a. blj; de- 
mand for money exists for legitimate en- 
terprises.
